Book theft 
on the rise 

Library responds to 
vandalism

Over the past week, multiple books from the Didsbury 
Municipal Library have been stolen, destroyed, and left in 
various locations around town. 

Librarian Inez Kosinski says in many cases the library 
was unaware that the books were missing, tint when a 
member of the public would find ami return the book’s 
dust 

jacket, they would scan its bar code and determine that 
the book was still checked in. 

“We didn’t just feel angry, we felt really sad,” she said. 

“We feel the loss for those wanting to use the library.”

Kosinski says most of the books are new and aimed at 
the young adult demographic. 

“Our dilemma is, do we spend the money to replace 
these titles which are quite popular, 

or do we use that money to say ‘ok, we don't have those 
anymore’ and just buy something new," she said. 

“If we spend the money on replacing them, we have that 
much less to s|>end on new books." 

Kosinski says she is aware of eight books that have been 
stolen and damaged over the past week, with an average 
cost of $25 a book. 

The only other way the library is able to determine if 
other books have been stolen would be to do a complete 
inventory, which Kosinski says is done on a regular basis, 
but is not due for at least six months. 

However, in light of the recent thefts, she says they are 
looking at scheduling an earlier check. 

Enhancing security measures is something the library 
has investigated, but says is out of its price range. 

“The minimum cost to install a security system is about 
$: 10,000, which is about double our normal budget in its 
entirety,” she said. 

“Security measures are used in larger libraries and aca¬ 
demic libraries but it ’s just not feasible in a smaller library 
like ours." 

The Didsbury Municipal Library is celebrating its cen¬ 
tennial this year.

Town sets 2008 mill rate

Didsbury Town Council 
gave all three readings to 
the 2(K)S lax mill rate bylaw 
during its meeting May 13. 

According to the bylaw, 
the rate for residential prop¬ 
erty has been sot at (i.HTOO, 
with non-resident ial at 


8.0000, residential vacant at 
0.8400, and non-resident ial 
vacant being 25.0000. 

On a property assessed at 
$250,000, which Ls the aver¬ 
age assessed value of 
Didsbury homes in 2008, 
taxes are split at: $1,710 for 
municipal taxes, $525.55, 
and $20.43 for the Mountain 
View Senior’s Housing 


Diann Rowat 


Requisition for a total of 
$2,255.98. 

Council approved a 
municipal budget that 
resulted in an eight per cent 
increase from 2007, last 
month. 

“I know council was hesi¬ 
tant to look at anything too 
major,” said Mayor Brian 
Wittal, who adds, the 
approach included consid¬ 
eration of a recent rejected 
bid for provincial and feder¬ 
al funding of town projects. 

Wittal says another factor 
was the cost of goods for 
the municipality, which he 
says was upped by approxi¬ 
mately 10 |K-r cent over the 
past year. 

“The cost of things like 
concrete and asphalt was 
higher than what you would 
call cost of living for regular 
consumers,” he said. 

To that end, the annual 
municipal budget’s eight per 
cent jump, Wittal says does¬ 
n’t allow the town to com¬ 
pletely cover the total 
increase in value for goods. 

“Hopefully our costs 
come down this year," he 
said. 

“It seems that things have 
sort of leveled off, like 
everything else. 

“We certainly felt with 
what we needed to do to 
move forward, especially 
with development - the 
opportunity is there now, 
and we need to address 
those situations, so it 
should be sooner than 
later." 

Council sets the tax ntill 
rate after the provincial 
budget is announced and 
after the town approves its 
annual municipal budget. A 
tax mill rate bylaw is 
required by the Municipal 
Government Act. The town 
mailed its assessment 
notices of the new bylaw to 
Didsbury residents last 
week.

I want to take 
this opportunity to 
touch on some of 
the things that are 
happening in 
Didsbury, or will 
lx» over tile next 

little while. 

As most will know by now the town 
has iigreed to purchase the old high 
school site from Chinook’s Edge 
School Division. 

Council will be having discussions 
the end of May about what it is we 
would like to see (k'veloped on this 
property. Council will also have discus¬ 
sions about other town properties anti 
facilities and what needs to Ik- done to 
meet the future growth needs of 
Didsbury. 

Growth is and will happen and we 
an- trying to look and plan ahead to 
manage it iastead of reacting to it after 
th*> fact. 

From a utilities perspective the town 
Ls involved in long-range regional waste 
treatment facilities planning initiatives 
to see if then* an 1 better ways of provid¬ 
ing sewer services on a regional basis 
with a larger centralized facility. The 
town is currently working with our 
engineers looking at all possible 
optioas for the future from an environ¬ 
mental and economic perspective. 

As for water the Mountain View 
Regional Water Commission Ls current¬ 
ly kxiking at plans to twin the water 
pipeline to supply all of the towns from 
Innisfail to ('rossfield so that we can 
accommodate the future growth needs 
within the region. 

For garbage and compost, this has 
lx , en a phased in process over the past 
three years throughout the region and 


each town is moving forward at its own 
pace to try to encourage reduction of 
waste through recycling. Didsbury has 
now stepper! up our program to include 
enforcement of the town policy that 
has always Ixxmi in place. Hie reason 
for this Ls to continue to promote and 
persuade residents to reduce the vol¬ 
ume of garbage by composting and 
recycling more. 

The garbage program is based on all 
residents paying an equal share of the 
cost for the service and with that you 
get (1) black and (1) green bin that will 
lx 1 pu ked up by-weekly in rotation. If 
you produce more garbage than can go 
into the bin in two weeks it is Council’s 
belief that you should be paying more 
for a second bin as you are adding more 
to the landfill than other residents. 

The Issue we liad three weeks ago 
with bins being tagged was due to the 
fact dial the pickup calendar printed was 
incorrect, so tags were put on bias in an 
effort to inform ri'sidents that it was the 
wrong bin and a town error. There was 
never die intent to charge anyone. 

In reflection we could have used a 
different tag that didn’t make residents 
think they were going to be fined but 
we had very little time to react to the 
situation when it was realized. 

Errors do hap|x»n but we are trying 
hard to ensure they won’t happen 
again. 

A recent study of .31 countries on 
environmental impact ranker! Canada 
the 2nd worst only behind the IIS. The 
main reasons were the large hous**s we 
live in and the waste of energy we con¬ 
sume along with the vehicles we drive 
and the excess use of water and the 
|xx>r effort that Ls pul into recycling of 
waste and garbage 

We need to get serious alxiut our 
impact on the environment and our 
efforts to reduce our environmental 


foot print for future generations. 

On a more local level, within the 
region Didsbury has the second highest 
per capita rate of waste sent to the 
dump at 252 kg/ year while the area 
average is at 218 kg/yr. We need to get 
serious about reducing our impart on 
the dump and the environment. 

So council will not apologize for try¬ 
ing to put forward a plan that includes 
fines to encourage residents to reduce 
their impact on the environment and 
reduce the amount of garbage we put in 
our landfills. 

We have infrastructure issues that 
need to lie addressed due to age and 
growth and council luis a 10 year plan 
to replace it all bast'd on current fund¬ 
ing from the provincial and federal gov¬ 
ernments and hopefully without having 
to increase taxes the next few years 
Ix-yond the cost of living. The new 
growth we are exjxxting will help to 
pay for a gtxxl portion of this renewal 
and upgrading plan. 

Didsbury is going to grow and your 
council Ls responsible to bring forward 
policies that will address growth issues 
and promote sustainable and responsi¬ 
ble use of our rt “sources and facilities 
for the future. 

We an' going to see a niunlx'r of new 
residential growth areas within 
Didsbury as well as new business and 
commercial opportunities start this 
year so we need to be planning ahead

Pine beetle 
battle must 
be one

In light of the utter devastation caused in 
British Columbia by the mountain pine beetle 
(MPB), including the utter economic ruin of 
some forestry-based towns, it is vital that govern¬ 
ment and industry representatives do all they can 
to prevent a similar disaster in Alberta. 

The Stelmach government recently announced 
that it is directing $55.2 million for proactive 
action aimed at preventing pine beetle infesta¬ 
tions in Alberta. 

"This funding gives us the resources we need to 
continue our fight against this threat to our 
forests," said Sustainable Resource Development 
Minister Ted Morton. “The time to attack the bee¬ 
tle is now, when we have the greatest potential 
for success in managing mountain pine beetle 
populations.” 

At least six million hectares of pine forest in 
Alberta, representing about 15 per cent of the 
province’s total forest, are at risk of MPB. 

The $55 million in new funding will be used for 
control measures to remove at-risk trees and to 
continue surveys to detect infestations. It will 
also provide funding for control work undertak¬ 
en by municipalities in affected areas. 

Sundre Forest Products, the largest forestry 
employer in west central Alberta, lues been tak¬ 
ing proactive measures to meet the potential 
MPB threat. 

For example, the company has increased the 
harvest of pine in the southwest portion of its for¬ 
est management area in hope of denying the bee¬ 
tles a food source should the pests move north¬ 
east out of the already-infested Bow Corridor. 

“The intent is to try and get at the food source 
quicker," says SFP forestry superintendent Tom 
Daniels. “They (MPB) like pine and 70 per cent of 
the forest west of us is pine.” 

With MPB infestations now only 50 kilometres 
front SFP’s forest management area, proactive 
measures like the ones now underway should be 
applauded by everyone. 

While industry and the province are taking an 
active role in the MPB fight, residents can and 
must also play a role. 

With the next flight of MPB expected in July, 
visitors to the west country this summer should 
make themselves aware of the signs of pine bee¬ 
tle infestations, including the appearance of bore 
holes and the reddening of pine needles. 

With every infested tree capable of infesting 10 
more trees, prompt public reporting of possible 
infestations could do a world of good. 

The MPB battle in B.C. is now over and the next 
battleground will be right in west central Alberta. 

And make* no mistake, at stake in this new cam¬ 
paign is nothing less than the* sustainability of for¬ 
est communities in west central Alberta, as well 
as the survival of crucial wildlife habitat, water¬ 
sheds, recreational areas, and tourism.

The change will create an efficient governance structure for a 
flexible and responsive health system of the 21st century.
